The West Winch Sewerage Scheme is well advanced and it is to 
be hoped that that planned for the Woottons will follow and 
cone quickly into operation, 


I wish to tender my thanks to the Chairman and Council 
for their kind consideration during the year and express my 
appreciation of the work of the Surveyor and Public Health 
Inspector, Mr.Watkins.

those of lung cancer and coronary thrombosis, On both, preventative 
measures can have a material effect, 


In the case of the one, regular exercise and avoidance 
of over eating, particularly of animal fats, improves the chances of 
avoiding a coronary. 


This disease is less common in those doing regular hard 
physical work. 


The part played by cigarette smoking in lung cancer is 
known and well publicised.

PULMONARY TUBERCULOSIS. & cases =- 2 of these transfers from 
outside the district. So during the year only two new 
cases were notified. 


Most of the serious infectious diseases, poliomyelitis, 
diptheria, whooping cough, small pox and tubercle are now controlled 
by preventative measures. Many of these measures depend to great 
part on personal action or action of the parent. The danger now 
is that with the fall off in cases of disease this personal action 
will be neglected and where a sufficient number of unprotected 
persons builds up the scourge will be back. The germs causing 
these diseases are still present and waiting. 


VACCINATION AND IMMUNISATION. 
This is a service carried out by the County Council Steff. 
SKIN TESTING FOR TUBERCULIN SENSITIVITY. 


This year 127 school entrants 5 - 6 years old were tested 
only 5 were found to be in need of further investigation and follow up. 


There were 64. 13 year old's skin tested and 58 of the 
60 requiring B.C.G. vaccination against tuberculosis were done. 


The refusal rate was over 25%.

1. The provision of improved sewerage disposal in areas where 


the concentration of housing is building up. 


2. A review of substandard properties on which action could be 


taken under existing legislation. 


3. & review of shops and offices in the district under the new 


legislation covering the health requirements of these 
premises. The responsibility of covering this so far 
almost entirely neglected field has been passed on local 
authorities. 


4. The enforcement of licence requirements at those caravan 
sites still not complying.

WATER SUPPLIES. 


GENERAL. 


Over the year, the department has been kept at full 
stretch, with the laying of considerable lengths of water 
mains extensions, house connections, installation of meters etc. 


During the year 654 man/days were lost through illness, 
@ considerable increase over last year, and was due to the 
absence of one particular employee who suffered a serious illness. 


One man/days were lost due to absence from work. 


212 new connections were made to the mains, and 27 
meters were installed. 


A number of water mains extensions were carried out 
as follows:-

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As regards the re~grouping of water supplies, despite 
the revised proposals put forward during the year by the 
County Public Health Engineer, the Council decided to 
adhere to the original re<grovyin- proposals, and accordingly 
to resume negotiations with our neighbouring sguthorities 
with a view to submitting a draft order. This was done but 
the final outcome is still awaited, and it would appear that 
the question of re-grouping is very little, if any nearer 
being settled than it was 12 months ago.

PUBLIC CLEANSING. 
(a) REFUSE COLLECTION. 


The Council continues to operate a weekly collection 
of house refuse throughout the whole District. 


Conditions at our refuse tips have improved considerably. 
The tips are covered regularly with spoil and levelled by 
tractor. The main tips are all fenced in, and generally 
speaking compare favourably with most in the County. 


At South Wootton, in view of the proximity of the 
old peoples homes, every effort is made to ensure that 
tipping is carried out with the absence or at least 
Minimum of nuisance to the inhabitants. In the summer 
months the tips are dressed with insecticide, and throughout 
the year regular visits have been made by the Council's 
rodent operator to all Council tips. No complaints of rat 
infestation were received, which speaks well of the work 
done in this respect.

The Council employs one Rodent Operator. A lock=up 
store is provided for poison and baits, The main poison 
used was Warfarin, which is still the most effective, and 
easily applied poison, whilst the bait mainly used was 
Wheatmeal. 


There has been an increase during the year in the 
number of premises treated, which work has been carried 
out most satisfactory by the operator, 


Domestic premises were still treated free of cost, 
whilst a nominal charge of 10/6d. per hour was made for 
business premises and farms. The amount recovered for 
this type of work was £54.15.,.0d.

According to the annual caravan survey carried out by 
local authorities on behalf of the County Council, this District 
had the third highest number of fully residential caravans in 
the County, - 127. 


11 Licences including renewals were issued during the year. 
All were issued after the necessary planning permission had been 
obtained, and all expire at the same time as plaming permission. 
A number of caravans required no licence. 


Under the 1960 Act the conditions on licences for up to 
4. caravans are fairly comprehensive. Over this number, and this 
applies to 35 sites in this district, the conditions of licence are 
still more comprehensive.

INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Stool Specimens were collected from six persons during 
the year in connection with suspec ied food poisoning by 
the Salmonella Typhimurium organisn from which only two 
cases were proved Positive, and which responded to treatment 
by their own doctor. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE ACT 1956. 


During the year, inspections were made by a Ministry of 
Sgriculture veterinary surgeon, of the licensed slaughterhouse 
& knackers yard, and he expressed his continued satisfaction 
with both premises. 


137 visits were made to the above premises in order tc 
obtain the 100% meat inspection.
